REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance for claims 1-20 is the inclusion of the method step of modifying a 
first estimated amount of ink in a first chamber using the actual ink loss for a second ink 
chamber to form a compensated amount of ink in the first chamber. It is this step found 
in each of the claims as it is claimed in the combination, that has not been found, taught 
or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior 
art.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to the 
applicant's disclosure: US 6871926 B2 to Adkins et al. and US 6793305 B2 to Tsukada 
et al. 

Adkins teaches a method of estimating an amount of ink contained in an ink 
reservoir, and determining an evaporation amount associated with a first ink reservoir. 
Adkins does not teach modifying an estimated ink amount of a second reservoir based on 
the evaporation amount associated with the first reservoir. 

Tsukada teaches a method of estimating the consumption of ink in a reservoir and 
correcting that estimate based on the detection results of the actual consumption. 
Tsukada does not teach using multiple reservoirs.
